PARIS Ut)—Premier Pierre Men­ 
des-France bluntly called on the 
National Assembly tonight for a 
decision on the future of the West­ 
ern defense alliance. He said the 
future of the alliance would dep end 
on the outcome of a p ending con­ 
fidence vote in his six-month-old 
government. 
Taking the floor before a jammed 
Assembly chamber in the midst 01! 
debate on West German rearm a­ 
ment, the Premier ap p ealed for ar 
endorsement of West Germany ’s 
entrance into the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization under the Lon- 
don-Paris agreements. 
But, he told assembly men, to do 
so they must reverse the Assem­ 
bly ’s vote last Friday against West 
Germany ’s entrance into a sever 
nation Western 
Europ ean Union 
(WEU) based on a revived and 
exp anded Brussels treaty . 
He said the Assembly could not 
vote one without the other, and he 
warned them that tonight’s ballot, 
must be the crucial decisive one. 
The Prem er is asking for the 
Assembly ’s vote of confidence or 
West Germany ’s entrance into the 
North Atlantc Treaty Organization 
and, by imp lication, the whole net­ 
work of London-Paris accords for 
West German rearm am ent as a 
p artner in the western Europ ean 
Union.
